BOSTON, May 24.—Eighty-eight cor- 
porations and individuals were indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury here ‘today 
fer conspiring to monopolize’ interstate 
eemmerce in onions. The indictments, 
which were returned as a result of a 
nation-wide inquiry into the cost of. food 
conducted last Winter by United States 
Attorney George’ W. Anderson of this 
‘city, allege that the defendants. divided 
up the territory of the country among 
them for the purpose: of ¢liminating com- 
petition; that. maximum: prices - were 
fixed for the purchase of onions, and 
that the supply was hoarded in order to 
dncreaze prices. 

Mr. Anderson estimated that the an- 
mual crop of onions amounted to 200,- 
000,006 pounds, three-fourths of which, 
he said, was alleged to ‘have been con- 
trolled by the defendants. 

** The gist of the charge,” he said, ‘' is 
that the defendants have maintained a 
national’ association composed of large 
onion dealers who buy up the bulk of the 
onions of the Northern States during the 
Summer and early Fall, storing them in 
warehouses. owned or controlled by. the 
various members and putting them upon 
the market from September. to - April. 
The Government charges. that this asso- 
elation has had & dominating and illegal 
control of the. onioh trade for the last 
three years. ,

ROME, May 24.—Italian forces yester- 
day broke through the Austro-Hunga- 
rian lines ‘from Castagnavizza to the 
sea, (a front of about six miles,) tak- 
ing. more than 9,000 . prisoners, -says 
the official statement issued today, 
by the Italian War Department. They 
occupied part of the area south of the 
Castagnavizza-Boscomalo road, passed 
Boscomalo and “captured the town of 
Jamiano and strong heights. east of 
Pietrarossa and Bagni. The Austro- 
Hungarians toward evening launched 
counterattacks, but were repulsed. Ten 
British batteries co-operated with the 
Italians. The announcement follows: 


On the Carso yesterday, after ten 
hours of violent bombardment, the 
gallant troops of the Third Army as- 
saulted and broke through the well- 
organized lines of the enemy from 
Castagnavizza to the sea. While we 
were heavily engaging the enemy on 
the left our troops, after carrying 
enemy trenches in the centre and on 
the right, occupied part of the area 
south of the Castagnavizza-Bosco- 
malo road, passed Boscomalo and cap- 
tured Jamiano, the important and 
strongly fortified heights of Hill 92, 
one kilometer east of Pietrarossa ; 
Hill 77, Hill 58, Bagni and Hil); 21. 

The enemy was at first surprised 
and: nonplussed by the ‘sudden - on- 
slaught,: but toward évening he-coun- 
terattacked.in force, supported by an 
exceptionally heavy bombardment. He 
was repulsed with severe loss. 

During the .day. we «<aptured more 
than 9,000. prisoners, ‘fncluding more 
than 300 officers. 

Aerial squadrons, consisting of 130 
seaplanes, dropped ten tons of bombs 
on the enemy’s lines and brought ‘their 
machine guns to bear on masses. of 
the enemy. Our airmen all returned 
safely. 

Ten British batteries, which are on 
our front as evidence of the brotherly 
co-operation of our .ally, made a 
large contribution to the artillery 
preparation. Our naval guns also 
proved very effective. 

In the Gorizia area our troops re-~ 
pulsed heavy enemy attacks, captured 
a strong point on the northwest. slopes 
of'San Marco and after severe fight- 
ing made considerable progress inthe 
Monte Santo and Vodice areas. 


VIENNA, May 24, (via London, May 
25.)—The Austrian official communica- 
tion _issued.today says: 

In the furious Isonzo battle on a 
forty kilometer. front. the. enemy only 
gained ground in the projecting sector 
of Jamiano, where the Austrian troops 
had been withdrawn a_ kilometer.

But Dispatch From Berlin As- 
serts Germans Are Not Being 
: Allowed to Leave Here. 


RED TAPE BERLIN’S EXCUSE 


Overzealous’ Offlolals, It Is Stated, 
Cause Delay, But Many Ameri- 
cans are Leaving. 


BERLIN, May 24, (via London, Fri- 
day; May 25.)—The Foreign Office today 
emphatically denied assertions, alleged 
to have emanated from the United 
States, that Germany was intentionally 
holding Americans desirous of leaving 
the country. 

Their departure, it was explained, was 
delayed solely by official routine, which, 
in view of existing circumstances, was 
naturally slow of motion. Even sub- 
jects of neutra) countries as- well as 
Germans désiring to cross the frontier 
are being called on to obtain permission 


It was further stated that the bureau- 
cratic red tape involved not only the 
consumption of time, but frequently 
was attended by petty annoyances, due 
to insistence on the part of overzealous 
officials, especially in cities outside of 
Berlin and the Provinces, giving each 
applicant for departure a personal in- 
vestigation 

A leading official of the Foreign Of- 
fice today said to The Associated Press 
correspondent: 

“On principle, we are, of course, not 
opposing or complicating the departure 
of Americans. We are doing all we 
can to expedite action on their appli- 
cations, which, added to those of the 
subjects of neutral countries and of our 


own citizens, even those of the latter 
desiring to leave cn vacation trips 
within the borders of Germany, involve 
considerable prescribed routine and in- 
creased work for our police and mili- 
tary authorities.’ 

The official added that it was hoped 
that the same willing attitude would be 
displayed on the part of the United 
States. 

At the Spanish Embassy The Asso- 
ciated Press. learned that Americans now 
were almost daily leaving Germany, but 
that many were still awaiting act ion on 
applications to depart filed months ago. 

In connection with the foregoing, it 
was stated here today that Swiss Con- 
sulates in the United States were now 
refusing to issue passports or visés to 
German subjects desiring to leave; that 
ag the result of verbal information from 
the State Dapertenees. they were not 
permitted to leave the country, due to 
an interpretation placed on a, paragraph 
in the President's war proclamation re- 
apecting alien enemies, barring women 
and children. 

It is not expected here that the State 
Department's ruling, which the Swiss 
Consulates are said to be following, is 
likely to complicate the delicate issue, 
which the German Foreign Office ap- 
parently desires should have the mutual 
benefit of liberal interpretation,

sea.

Suffers Mental Collapse.

He was remove * trom the hall am 
taken to the gymnasium building, where 
the physician in charge examined him. 

The cause of his outburst seems to 
have been a severe nervous st 
caused by an imaginary conspiracy 
against ‘him.

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BRAZIL IN THE WAR. 

* Whe President of Brazil, in his mes- 
@age to Congress, inspired by the 
@inking by a German submarine of 
the Brazilian steamer Tijuca, fore- 
shadows action which ‘if adopted 
“will make still firmer the under- 
“standing that fortunately exists be- 
“tween Brazil and the United States.” 
As the South American republic has 
already severed all. diplomatic. and 
commercial relations with Germany, 
any further action will lead to a state 
of war. The tone of the Brazilian 
press indicates that war is imminent. 
The Foreign Minister has declared of- 
fi¢ially. that Gérmany has already 
forced. Brazil into a state of war. 
President Braz in his message dwells 
@n the fact that the wealth and pop- 
wlation of this great continent are 
eoncentrated mostly on the séacoasts. 
@e-operation for mutual protection is, 
therefore, essential when a strong 
Wuropean Power threatens the free- 
dem of the whole world. 

The position of Brazil is the same 
@s that of Argentina, Venezuela, 
Celombia, Chile, and Peru, and the 
Central American ‘countries. How- 
@ver strongly German influence may 
be exerted in any one of those coun- 
tries, there is little doubt that all will 
g0on be. aligned with the United 
States for mutual protection. If in- 
terest now centres in Brazil, it is be-. 
‘cause thé people of that country have 
been foremost among Latin Amer- 
icans in’ protesting against German 
Festrictions of commerce. Brazil has 
been the first to proclaim that Amer- 
fean interests are identical. 

President Braz, while pointing out 
that Congress and not the Govern- 
ment must declare war, urges consid- 
eration of the fact ‘that one of the

“the. American continent”; and he 
gays, “To that belligerent we are

A COMMENDABLE VETO. 

The Mayor's veto of the bill separat- 
ing the Rockaway peninsula from the 
rest of New York City was inevitable. 
The proposed secession was not justi-

separation. The people of all the bor- 
coughs, including Queens, of which the 
seashore settlements are a part, would 
lose a great deal. Greater New York 
has been heavily taxed to pave the 
streets and boulevards of the penin- 
sula, to police it, to provide it with 
protection from fires, and to extend to 
it the free school system of the me- 
tropolis. Many other important im- 
provements are under way.

A TAX ON INTELLIGENCE. 
Recognizing the educational value 
of the newspaper and the close rela- 
tion of publicity to democracy, Con- 
gress lowered the postal rate. With 
the cheapening of ‘postage, the in- 
vention of the linotype, and the making 
of paper from wood pulp, the news- 
paper maker lowered the price of his 
paper to the reader. These reductions 
were great, but newspaper makers 
were not content simply to pass them 
on to the public at par.. They saw the 
possibilities of reaching a wider pub- 
lic, and the idea of: universality of 
circulation appealed to them. What 
with this inspiration and the effect 
of competition among themselves, 
they abandoned the old five-cerit price 


2 cents and 1 cent. When the movye- 
ment for cheapness gained headway 
it kept on to the point where .the 
reader often-got his newspaper for less 
than white.paper cost. The result 
has been to put the newspaper into 
practically every American family—an 
excellent newspaper, a complete news- 
paper carrying the news of the world. 

It is doubtful if, even in this age 
of cheapness and ingenuity, any other 
product, ‘price considered, equals the 
good newspaper at 1 cent. 

The product from these conditions 
has entered into the very structure of 
our American democracy, and what 
the Congréss has to consider is not 
rthe prosperity or welfare of the news- 
papers and théir owners. Their in- 
jury ‘or destruction would not be a 
matter of vital importance, provided 
only that the system of publicity, the 
system which has come to be the 
mainstay of popular enlightenment 
and education, remained intact and 
could be kept in operation. 

The great increases in cost of pro- 
duction, especially print paper, were 
already burdening the cheap news-

If war 
cut. down advertising as in Europe, a 
still greater charge would have to be 
put on the reader.

There are newspapers which will 
probably not be affected.

It is doubtful if 
more than 50 per cent. of the daily 
newspapers are able to stand the com- 
bined effect of threatened increased 
costs of paper, postage, &c. They 
will have to go, and their disappear- 
ance will Jead inevitably to higher 
prices. Profit will be sought in the 
opposite girection from large circula- 
tion through cheap subscription price, 
in which direction development has 
been strongly tending, to the great 
advantage of the public. — 

The penalties provided in the pro- 
posed zone system will bear only on 
the newspapers. They can be avoided 
by periodicals and magazines which 


‘| can ship by freight to distribution cen- 


tres. The newspapers are obliged to 
use more rapid means of shipping or 
else cease to be newspapers by the 
time they reach their destination. | 

‘The zone rate will not affect any 
but the large newspapers, a compar- 
atively small number, for only such 
circulate beyond thelr own or an ad- 
joining zone. They could and would 
pass the extra cost of postage on to 
the readers. ‘Some could. afford it; 
others could not, and these would 
have to give up their papers. The 
metropolitan. papers are the prime col- 
lectors of the world’s news. Those 
published in the interior usually re- 
ceive a summary, but cannot afford 
to collect, news originally, and many 
of them .cannot pay telegraph tolls 
from great news centres. 

Now the metropolitan paper is looked 

to for full information by the teacher, 
the minister, the merchant, the 
banker—people who want full reports 
of great events in the world. These 
are the leaders of. thought in the small 
community, men who ought to be 
well informed. It is through them 
that the process of diffusing knowl- 
ledge of current affairs. is completed 
and the country welded into a whole. 
The newspaper that contains all the 
news of the world in this way becomes 
the intellectual exchangé for thé people 
of the various sections of the com- 
mon country. Narrowness, provincial- 
ism, prejudice, sectionalism ‘are real 
dangers in a democracy, and are best 
combated by the -telegraph, mail, and 
printing press, bringing knowledge of 
what the world is doing day by day 
and. their message of good’ under- 
standing. 
It is precisely that. influence which 
is most needed fn our country today: 
We are diversified, we spring from 
different: backgrounds, -° we: speak | 
many languages, we are separated by 
vast spaces. The chief problem of the 
war has been, perhaps still. is, our 
nationalization—unity of thought and 
purpose, unity of sentiment and im- 
pulse. If ‘we can be one people all 
over we can win the war against the 
foe without and against the dis- 
integrating forces within. 

Relatively to its power and its value 
to the public, the newspapér business 
has small property value.. The taxation 
which raises a comparative pittance 
in, the. war revenues cripples the 
newspaper business and:-reacts wide- 
ly onthe public. Congress ought not 
to impose an increased tax, aimed at 
newspapers but working out at last 
as a tax on intelligence. In so far as 
it will increase present, burdens on 
the newspapers it is inopportune, for 
it comes at a time when the respon- 
sibilities and expenses of publishing 
the news and sustaining intérest in 
the war are greatly increased. In war 
times ‘the: pubife service duties of the 
newspaper are much augmented. It is 
called on every day to carry matters 
of the widest public interest, and fre- 
quently emanating from the National 
Government: in its various depart- 
ments. The performance of. such 
duties makes necessary larger papers 
and increased expense, but néwspapers 
perform these duties cheerfully as a 
part of the day's work. 

The newspapers are not asking any 
favors. The cheap postage rates have 
not been a losing transaction for the 
Government, aside from the considera- | 
tion of educational benefit wHich led 
to the original legislation. . do the 
newspapers make any ple& ‘to avold 
taxation. They will pay their tax on 
income and excess profits if any. But 
this _whole question ‘{s very much 
larger than one of. justice for the 
newspapers. It should be considered, 
and settled, in accordance with the 
interest of the public as, determined 
A intelligent. examination.

THE SHIPPERS’ CASE. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is hearing CLirroRD THORNE all 
over again, as though he, had not al- 
ready sufficiently discredited himself 
and the Commission. His reappear- 
ance is useful, not for any. novelty of 
his argument, but for his disclosure 
unawares of what the railways have 
had to contend with in the service of 
the public. Mr. TuoRNE calls atten- 
tion to the many things which the 
railways are now doing for the better 
service of the. public, and: seems 
conscious that the*reason they did not 
do them before was that they were 
punished by law for such conspiracies 
as are now condoned. Mr. THORNE 
also calls attention to the heinous 
wealth of the railways which is not in- 
“—e" in their plant. Here again he 
8 unconscious that the railways’ 
investments in connecting - carriers 
shares was the railways’ life preserver 
against laws which would have enabled 
their competitors to steal their busi- 
ness, 

Mr. THORNE wearisomély reiterates 
that the railways are so rich that they 
ought rather to reduce than to raise 
rates. His facts are not right, and 
would not be convincing if they were 
right. It is idle to compare the con- 
ditions of the railways at one time 
with their condition at another time, 
and to ignore the comparison of the 
attractions offered to owners of capital 
by railways and other forms of invest- 
ment. It is nothing to Mr. THORNE 
that the June dividends by industrials 
increased by twenty millions over last 
year, while the railways increased less 
than two. Thirty-seven industrials 
improved their. dividend record by 
large figures. Two railways, unrec- 
ognizable to general readers; made 
small additions to their. payments. to 
shareholders. Which clags. of capital 
will get fresh funds? ‘What wonder 
can there be that Senator Hoxe Smitu 
is -proposing, to assist, the. railways 
‘with $100, 000, 000 of public funds’ to 
buy a few cars for the humbled rail- 
ways? The railways need a billion or 


-two, and could get it without difficulty 


to themselves or undué burden upon 
those whom they’ serve, if they were 
not forbidden by officials whom the 
general public leaves undisturbed. in 
their idea that they have a mandate 
to do as they are doing.

VOTES FOR ENGLISH WOMEN. 

Since the Franchise Reform bill has 
passed the House of Commons on its 
second reading, by a vote of 829 to 
40, it may be considered as actually 
enacted. To this country the inter- 
est in it will: be limited to the granting 
of the franchise to women. Most of 
the ten days’ debate was devoted to 
that subject. 

Though the bill adds 6,000,000 
women to the voters of England, it is 
not by any means a complete equal 
suffrage measure. Under it no 
woman can vote until she fs 30 years 
of age, and the women who are en- 
franchised are limited to university 
electors, local government electors, 
and the wives of voters. The ‘last 
class is the largest, — constituting 
5,200,000, of the 6,000,000. Suffra- 
gists on this side of the water, more 
Pankhurstian than the Pankhursts, 
havé. waxed belligerent over the limi- 
tation, declariig that it is: a mere 
compromise and leaves the whole 
question: stil] to be fought out. Tech- 
nically. thats true, but the suffra- 
gists in England are’ very well satis- 
fled, because, as Mr. Lirorp Grorcr 
told their representatives, once these 
three classes aré\enfrenchised, the ex- 
tension ‘of suffrage to women in gen- 
eral is only a question of time. The 
age limit.was adopted because the bill 
could not have been passed: without it. |.

They (‘‘ the vast majority: of the Ameri-. 
can Socialists’) are watching the herolo 
struggles of the Russian proletariat for 
freedom and self-government with keen 
sympathy, and have sent them many mes- 
sages. of greeting and’ encouragement, but 
they have wisely tefrajned from attempt- 
ing to influence their course. In a situa- 
tion so grave and delicate as that which 
now confronts Russia the masses of the 
people must be allowed to work out their 
_owm salvation without unsolicited outside 
advice or interference. 

My reason for commenting .upon the 
above is that I am one.of those to whom 
Comrade Hillquit has: reference, since 
I have been. doing the thing against 
which he ‘protests. My comment is that. 
his doctrine is an eminently convenient| ® 
one for the Germans. The Germans, as 
we know, are sending hundreds of pro- 
German social-revolutionists into Rus- 
sia, and of course they have unlimited 
millions .to spend upon their propa- 
ganda, both openly’ and sécretly. We 
are now. reading in the papers of the 
half million dollars: which they intrusted 
to one single agent in their efforts to 
tie. up American. munition . factories. 
Knowing, as they do, .that..their last 
chance in this war lies .in the under- 
mining of Russia, we may be sure that 
they are doing. everything which. their 
marvelous efficiency can suggest. And 
in the meantime Comrade Hillquit pro- 
poses that we American Socialists who 
see clearly the peril, not merely to Rus- 
sian Socialists, but to the freedom of all 
the world, ‘shall sit quietly by and re- 
frain from sending. even so much as a 
telegram to our Russian comrades! 

If it were true that-all the Socialists 
of Russia were thoroughly trained 
scholars like Morris Hillquit, it might 
be unnecéssary to offer them: advice; 
but among them are millions of peas- 
ants and goldiers unable to read and 
write, and the task of persuading, them 
to act wisely and sanely in- this most 
terrible and bewildering crisis is one 
which may well call for the assistance 
of all the intelligence of the world’s 
developing socialism. The suggestion to 
let. them alone is, indeed, strange doc- 
trine to hear from a man whose life has 
been devoted to preaching the idea that 
socialism is not a national but an inter- 
‘national problem. It does not take a 
trained Socialist scholar at the present 
-moment to ‘gee that the actions of the 
Russian Social Revolutionists affect 
every hopr the fate and policy of the 
American people. Surely it is a new 
development that Socialists should: be so 
very careful not to forcé their opinions 
upon people who do not want -to hear

RED CROSS ISSUES 
$100,000,000 CALL 


War Council, Headed by H. P. 
Davison, Begins Greatest Cam- 
'|paign.in Association's History. 


“No Failure if Each Individual Does 
His Bit,” Mr."Davison Tells 
Gathering at Capital. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The greatest 
campaign the Red Cross ever has waged, 
designed to raise $100,000,000 to care for 
American ‘soldiers who fight democracy’s 
battle ‘on the European fields, and to 
lend. a helping hand to thousands in the 
‘districts already devastated by the war, 
was launched. here today at a meeting 


the;country. 

More than 100 men and women \were 
present from forty cities, and the meet- 
ing was enthusiastic to a degree that 
indicated a strong belief in the willing: |W 
ness of Americans to contribute to the! 
cause of mercy. 

Henry P. Davison, Chairman of the 
Red Cross. War Council, announcing 
the amount to be raised, said it was 
certain that $100,000,000 would be re- 
quired even to approach compliance with 
the most pressing needs. 

“Tf each individual American con- 
tributes his ‘ bit,’ there can be no fail- 
ure,”’ said Mr. Davison. ‘‘ America will, 
we feel sure, again demonstrate: her

FINANCIAL ‘MARKETS 


‘Record—Government Loan 
Gaining Headway. 


Although the volume of transactions 
on the Stock. Exchange was slightly re- 
duced yesterday from the total of the 
previous session, the advances were 
‘more marked and the performance of 
United States Steel; around which. this 
newest big market has been construct- 
ed; satisfied the most enthusiastic bulls. 
In the last few minutes. of trading Steel 
common sold at 131% and closed within 
% of that figure, with a net &dvance of 
85 for the day. This figure—nearly 2 
points above the previous highest price 
ever touched by the issue—was reached 
oh very heavy transactions, large blocks 
of ‘stocks changing hands on ‘the rise. 
The dealings in this one stock, alone to- 
taled 891,000 shares yesterday, a little 
less than the total of Wednesday, 
but 35 per cent. of the total transactions 
in a fairly broad market. Other metal 
shares were sympathetically . strong, 
though ‘running far behind in point of 
activity. Midvale Steel, which has never 
been a popular speculative medium 
since its rapid slump from. the high 
price of 96, made before the shares had 
been widely distributed, has been slowly 
gaining in the traders’ esteem. It sold 
up to 64 yesterday and closed with a 
net advance of 1%. Lackawanna Steel 
did a little better, closing: at 97%, up 
2%, and Crucible moved up 35%. There 
were few issues, in fact, which did not 
score substantial gains. The two note- 
worthy exceptions were New York, New 
Haven & Hartford and Denver & Rio 
Grande. 

Both of these issues achieved new low 
records yesterday on. recent develop- 
ments peculiar to themselves. The hold- 
ers of Denver & Rio Grande have been 
alarmed at the prospect of a receiver- 
ship for their company as an indirect 
result of the judgment for more than 

,000,000 awarded to the Equitable 
Trust Company as Trustee for the West- 
ern Pacific defaulted securities, which 
were guaranteed by the Denver. 
one knows yet what the outcome of this 
unusual situation will be. The Denver's 
finances were in unsatisfactory shape 
before this huge judgment was filed 
against it and a readjustment of séme 
kind, which will be inevitable if the 
lower court’s decision is upheld, would 
have ,been advisable had the suit een 
won by the defendant company. The 
preferred stock sold down to 13% and 
closed at 15, with a net loss of 4 points. 
The common dropped 2% points. New 
Haven slumped very easily to 32%, 
though a little of the loss was made up 
before the close. ‘The break in this issue 
was directly traceable to liquidation by 
discouraged holders who did not like.the 
prospect of having $50,000,000 of pre- 
ferred stock: put ahead of their shares. 
The upper house of the Massachusetts 
General Assembly heard a favorable re- 
port yesterday on a bill.to authorize the 
compahy to issue preferred stock to per- 
mit necessary financing which the com- 
pany has not been able to do through 
bonds. As holders of the common 
stock will have the first. right to sub- 
scribe to the new issue, if authorized, it 
is likely to develop that. yesterday’s in- 
ternretation of the news was a wron 
one. reer) 

3 always happens, the substantial rise 
which the stock market has had has 
finally resulted ’in quickening public in- 
terest in stocks after a long period in 
Which the market was left very largely 
to professional traders. There “were 
signs yesterday of increased participa- 
tion. by investors whose imagination aa 
been fired by stories of the tremendous 
sums. which.are to be expended among 
American industries. The Liberty Loan 
is assuming a much more satisfactory 
aspect. While the very large proportion 
of the $2,000,000,000 authorizéd has al- 
teady been’ taken, the subscriptions to 
date have come very largely from insti- 
tutions and wealthy investors, but there 
was reported yesterday a very satisfac- 
tory and wing response from the 
small investor who, in the last analysis, 
must supply a very large part: of the 
funds under this Toan, and an even 
tees proportion of any subsequent of-

FIRE UNDERWRITERS 
HIT HARD IN 1916 


Report to Annual! Meeting Shows 
Year's Outgo Exceeded Pre- 
miums by $10,712,079. 


MORE EXPLOSIONS FEARED 


Black Tom Disaster and Southern 
Conflagrations Caused Heavy 
Loss—Te Aid Liberty Loan. 


Executives of the leading fire insur- 
ance companies of the United States, 
representing $60,000,000,000 of, fire insur- 
ance in force, and who write 90 per 
éent. of the fire insurance of the coun- 
try, gathered yesterday at the Hotel 
Astor for the fifty-first arinttal meeting 
of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. At the meeting a nation-wide 
movement was started to promote the 
gale of Liberty Loan bonds. ‘President 
Richard M. Bissell of the Hartford Fire 
Insurance Company, head of the Na- 
tional Board, told in his annual address 
of the steps taken by the hoard to aid 
the Government during the war. He dis- 
cussed also the motinting fire losses in 
the United States, showing that 1916 
was a costly year for the underwriters. 

President Bissell said the Government 
had received plans from the wunder- 
writers for safeguarding city water sup- 
plies, cotton waréhouses, docks, and 
grain elevators. Lists of factories suit- 
able for the production of articles need- 
6d by the Government have been turned 
over to the Council of National Defense. 

‘“*We have received the enthusiastic 
co-operation of the Governors of the 


| grain and cotton producing States and 


the States containing the greatest ter- 
minal warehouses,”” Mr. Bissell said. 
“ The campaign of conservation is being 
extended to include such other staples 
and industries as those of the potato 
warehouses, coal mines, fertilizer fac- 
tories, sawmills, and.many others. This 
campaign is enlisting a marked degree 
of support from the property owners, 
and the commercial and industrial or- 
ganizations affected.’’ 

Turning to developments in the fire 
insurance field, Presidemt Bissell said: 
‘The year 1916 was not a fortunate one 
for us.” He presented statistics which 
showed that the total premium receipts 
of $424,272,461 Were exceeded by the 
year’s outgo. and increase in liabilitfes, 
leaving a net underwriting loss of $10,- 
712,079, or, 2.46 per cent., for the year. 
This was in contrast to an annual aver- 
age profit of 1.67 per cent. for the ten
